The su ccess o f Geo rge Washingto n 
seemed to sp ring fro m his well ro u nd­ 
ed character, fro m his u nselfishness, 
fro m his disinterested p atrio tism and 
fro m his ability to insp ire in o thers 
co nfidence and esteem. 
In war he ex ­ 
celled as a strategist, in p eace as a 
wise and mo derate statesman, in all 
things as a ju st and no ble man. 
It 
wo u ld be imp o ssible to p lace o ne’s 
finger o n any p articu lar sp o t in hi« 
career and say , “ This was the tu rning 
p o int : this was the p lace at which 
Washingto n was m ade.” 
Mo re than 
almo st any o ther character in histo ry 
he was in all relatio ns the great man, 
y et 
it is mo st difficu lt to analy ze 
him and tell the p articu lar thing that 
made him great. 
To o mo dest to make 
a sp eech, to o self dep r*ciativ e to seek 
his o wn adv ancement, his deeds cau sed 
him to shine o v er all o rato rs and his 
v irtu es adv anced him o v er all self- 
seekers. 
Few men hav e receiv ed so 
mu ch adu latio n, and fro m this there 
has been a reactio n, y et after all that 
criticism can do the massiv e p ro p o r­ 
tio ns o f the m an still stand o u t to 
challenge the attentio n o f the wo rld. 


At the time he was cho sen to co m ­ 
mand the Co ntinental armies Wash­ 
ingto n had rendered no esp ecial co n­ 
sp icu o u s serv ice to 
single him o u t 
fro m his fello ws. 
His selectio n fo r 
th at nigh p o st was rather du e to the 
general esteem in which he was held. 
There are few ex amp les in which the 
indiv idu al integrity that we u su ally 
deno minate 
character 
co u nted 
so 
mu ch fo r su ccess as in the case o f 
Washingto n. 
He had a p ro digio u s temp er, y et 
held it in c h e c k; he lo v ed wealth and 
p o ssessed mo ie o f it than almo st any 
o ther man 
in the co lo nies, y et he 
wo u ld no t accep t p ay fo r his m ilitary 
serv ices; he met sev ere rev erses in his 
camp aign, y « t was to o great to be 
cru shed by t h e m ; be had co nsp icu o u s 
fau lts that wo u ld hav e destro y ed a 
smaller man, y et his general rectitu de 
was so great that it dw arf ted the 
mino r defects. 
There is a general 
sentiment in 
mankind th at wo rth means su ccess. 
Ou r faith in this p ro p o sitio n is o ften 
shaken, bu t the case o f Washingto n 
wo u ld seem to p ro v e it « ru e.

General Stoessel was condemned to 
death last ev ening by a m ilitary cou rt 
for th e su rrender of Port A rth u r to 
th e* Japanese.

Arth u r, was ordered reprim anded for 
a disciplinary offense, wh ich was not 
connected with 
th e su rrender, and 
General Smy rnoff, acting commander 
of th e fortress, and Major General 
Reiss, ch ief of staff to General Stoes­ 
sel, were acqu itted of th e ch arges 
against th em for lack of proof. 
Th e 
cou rt recommended th at th e death sen­ 
tence u pon Lieu tenant General Stoqs- 
sel be commu ted to ten y ears’ impris­ 
onm ent in a fortress and th at h e be 
ex clu ded from th e serv ice.

dice. Ev en Stoessel’s former enemies, * 
th e Japanese, h av e come forward to 
say th at h e does not deserv e th is treat­ 
ment at th e h ands of h is cou ntry . 
In h is last words before th e cou rt, 
General 
Stoessel, broken in h ealth 
and fortu ne, accepted fu ll responsibil­ 
ity for th e su rrender of Port A rth u r 
and pleaded for th e death sentence if 
th e cou rt sh ou ld decide th at a crime 
h ad been committed. 
Th e basis of th e indictments u pon 
wh ich 
Lieu tenant General 
Stoessel,

tried for th eir liv es, was a secret re­ 
port made by General Smy rnoff on the 
defense of Port Arth u r. 
Smy rnoff was 
acting comm andant of th e fortress, 
Stoessel 
being

Smy rnoff 
categorically accu sed Stoessel of cow­ 
ardice and incapacity , and finally of 
th e deliberate and treasonable h asten­ 
ing of th e su rrender to sav e h is own 
life and in defiance of th e decisions of 
two su ccessiv e cou ncils of war.

report 
was 
ex tremely 
biased. 
It 
breath ed th e most bitter personal en­ 
mity and sh owed th at th e h igh officers 
of th e Port A rth u r garrison, in th e 
darkest day s of th e siege were almost 
at one anoth er’s th roats.

Foreigners Fiount the Red Flag and 


Get in Bad With the Police. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 21.—The march­ 
ing of nearly a thousand foreigners 
upon the city hall, w7here they said 
they intended to make demands upon 
May or Rey burn for work, precipitated 
a riot in Broad street late y esterday 
afternoon in which twenty persons 
were injured before the police dis­ 
persed the marchers and arrested four­ 
teen of them. 
The men, most of whom were Ital­ 
ians and Poles, marched from the for­ 
eign settlem ent in the lower section 
of the city . 
The leaders and a score 
of others carried red flags hav ing a 
black border. 
When they reached 
Broad street, a few blocks below the 
city hall, sev eral wfagons attempted to 
pass through the line. 
The driv ers 
were dragged from their seats by the 
marchers and beaten. 
Police ran to 
the rescue and a riot call was sent in. 
When the reserv es hurried down upon 
the marchers a general riot was in 
progress. 
j 
Some of the marchers drew rev ol­ 
v ers and began firing at the police, 
and the mounted officers riding into 
the center of the fight, used their clubs 
right and left upon the heads of the 
leaders. 
In the melee three police­ 
men were shot and slightly wounded 
and Charles Monn, who was watching 
the fight, was struck in the leg by a 
stray bullet. 
Reserv e Officer Py ott 
w7as beaten and is In a hospital, as is 
Policeman Smith, who first went to 
the rescue of the driv ers. 
Harry Dru- 
ding, one of these, was beaten and 
nearly stripped of his clothing. 
Four­ 
teen participants in the demonstration 
were sev erely clubbed and had to be 
sent to a hospital. 
J oseph Troi is declared by the police 
to hav e been the leader of the march­ 
ers. 
The prisoners are charged with 
inciting a riot. 
Nearly all of those 
arrested carried weapons of some sort.

Heat of the Sun. 
It has been computed that the tem­ 
perature of the surface of the sun 
would be ex pressed by 18 ,000 degrees 
of Fahrenheit’s thermometer, or be­ 
tween eighty and ninety times the tem­ 
perature of boiling water. 
This is 
about fiv e times the highest tempera­ 
ture that man is able to produce by ar­ 
tificial means. The light giv en off from 
the surface of the sun is reckoned as 
being 5.300 times more intense than 
that of the molten metal in a Bessemer 
conv erter, though that Is of an almost 
blinding brilliancy . 
If we compare it 
w ith ox y hy drogen flame, the sun sheds 
a light equal to 146 times the intensity 
of the limelight.

GENERAL INVESTIGATION 


Of County Offices Will Be Made Fol­ 
lowing Arrest at Indianapolis. 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., February 21.— 
A w arrant for the a rre st of Em m ett ¡ 
com m issioners’ court, was sworn out 
on the charge of forgery of the name 
of Tom O’Neil, a painter. 
This is the 
first arrest in the courthouse fraud 
-exposures. The charge on which Hug­ 
gins was arrested is that he forged 
the indorsem ent of O’N eils name to a 
w arrant for $139 cashed Sept. 17, 190G. 
H e was lor*k ed up, but later was re­ 
leased on bond of $1,800. 
The bill was for work done by O’Neil 
as a painter, and entry of it on the 
claim dock et was found in the audi­ 
tor's office. 
It appears to have been 
made out properly by O’Neil or some 
person with a very shak y hand. 
On 
the back , as is required, are the names 
of John McGregor and Thomas Spaf- 
ford, commissioners. 
John McGaugh- 
ey ’s name, also required, is not there. 
The nam es of McGregor a^d Spafford, 
as well as the name of O’Neil at the 
top, are in the handwriting that has 
been identified several times as that 
of Huggins. 
The w arrant is made out 
in the sam e handwriting, and the in­ 
dorsem ent of it is the same. 
On the 
face of things Huggins seems to have 
w ritten every name used in any con­ 
nection with the obtaining of the $139. 
There is no information, however, that 
O'Neil did not do the work or that he 
did not get the money . 
Irrespective of what the grand jury 
or County Prosecutor Elliott Hooton 
may do, the prospects now are that 
there will be a thorough and complete 
investigation of the county offices, not 
only the county commissioners', audi­ 
tor’s and treasurer’s offices involved 
in the recent exposures, but all the 
other offices.

Some countries were 
closed to the entrance of Christian mis­ 
sionaries. 
The difficulties and dangers 
of travel to distant shores can scarcely ‘ 
be appreciated today , when the Atlan­ 
tic is crossed in a little over five day s 
and a trip around the entire world Is ; 
no longer a novelty . 
Months were re­ 
quired 
for communications 
between 
home and foreign lands. 
It required 
stout hearts in those day s to undertak e 
such arduous toils and labors, to mak e 
such sacrifices and to run the risk s of 
treacherous climates, deadly diseases 
and frequent native opposition and 
persecution. 
Rut God pick ed His men, 
His disciples sent them, and the result 
today is that every country and clime 
is open to the gospel messengers. 
In 
every laud “the gospel’s joy ful sound” 
has been heard, and every great Chris­ 
tian denomination is putting forth tre­ 
mendous efforts to win the world for 
Christ. 
In the early je a rs of this great move­ 
ment much confusion and lack of prog­ 
ress resulted from the'overlapping of 
denominational labors. 
Indeed, until 
very recent .y ears this was sadly the 
case. 
But today the world is practical­ 
ly divided among the various Christian 
denominations, and even where they 
occupy the sam e fields co-operation and 
not competition exists. 
Denomination­ 
al differences are minimized, and the 
aim of all is that all men every where 
may hear the gospel and through hear­ 
ing believe in Christ and, believing In 
Him, call upon Him and be saved. 
This modern arrangem ent of foreign 
mission work mak es it possible for the 
members of each denomination to be­ 
come fam iliar with the work of its 
denomination. 
Christian Endeavorers 
especially should be thoroughly posted 
upon all subjects concerning the mis­ 
sionary 
fields 
and 
laborers 
of 
its 
church, 
in such 
meeting as the 
topic suggests the various fields should 
be reviewed in connection with the 
nam es and the lives of the mission­ 
aries and the features of their work 
survey ed, such as evangelistic, educa­ 
tional and medical work . 
To k now’ 
all that is being done by the en­ 
tire church may be impossible, but no 
intelligent Endeavorer need lack full 
information concerning his own de­ 
nomination’s work . 
Such information 
will inspire a new interest, in and zeal 
for missions. 
It will mak e our pray ­ 
ers more definite and therefore more 
prevailing before God. 
It will in­ 
crease our gifts to missions through 
our denominational agencies, and it is 
through these that we should give to 
this great cause. 
Moreover, it will 
increase our joy in giving and m ulti­ 
ply the blessings that return to us as a 
result of our efforts to win the world 
for Christ.

The Lord had appointed feasts for 
Israel in which they might draw near 
to Him and in which He might special­ 
ly reveal Himself to them and bless 
them. 
A full record of these is found 
in I^ev. xxiii. 
These feasts had be­ 
come feasts of the Jew s rather than 
feasts of the Lord (John ii, 13; v, 1; 
vi, 4; vii, 2), in which they relied upon 
their outward devotion to Him rather 
than on His undeserved mercy ; hence 
His say ing, “Go y e and learn what that 
meaneth, I will have mercy and not 
sacrifice” (Matt, ix, 13; xii, 7). 
He 
came to bestow the mercjT of God, not 
to demand sacrifices from them as if 
they m ust pay Him for all He did for 
them. 
We are all as helpless in the 
m atter of salvation or of service as 
was the sick and dy ing boy in last 
week ’s lesson to obtain health or his 
father to give it to him- Here in this 
lesson is another illustration. 
There 
is a pool whose w aters at certain sea­ 
sons are troubles by an angel and be­ 
come possessed of healing properties 
which are exhausted by the first dis­ 
eased one who steps in. 
About this 
pool lay a great m ultitude of impotent 
folk waiting for the moving of the wa­ 
ter. 
They are a constantly disappoint­ 
ed crowd, for only one of the multi­ 
tude can be healed. 
The next must all 
wait for the next scramble, and only 
the least helpless stands any chance 
whatever, and a wholly impotent per­ 
son had no chance at all of obtaining 
health from that pool. 
The condition 
of the impotent represents the condi­ 
tion of all l» y nature, without strength, 
ungodly , sinners, enemies 
(Rom. 
v, 
(>-10), but w hat is represented by the 
pool, by which some one with a slight 
ailm ent was healed, is not quite so 
clear, for there is only one way of sal­ 
vation, and He is a Saviour for sin­ 
ners, not for righteous people who 
think they can do for themselves. 
Je ­ 
sus came to these porches by that j*>ol 
one day and saw there a truly impo­ 
tent m an whose trouble had already 
lasted him thirty -eight y ears. 
Notic­ 
ing how m atters stood. He said to 
him, “W ilt thou be made whole?”

All he could think of was 
the pool and a man to put him in. The 
pool he could see, but the man to put 
him in ho had not y et seen, and when 
there might be a possibility of his be­ 
ing healed by that pool who could tell? 
Yet in bis helplessness he continued 
until this day , when a seemingly ordi­ 
nary man ask ed him this question and 


then added, “Rise, tak e up thy bed 
and walk ” (verse 8 ), a wholly impos­ 
sible thing for him to do, and y et he 
did it, for immediately he was well 
and strong and took up his bed and 
walk ed. 
A thirty -eight y ear trouble 
gone in a moment! 
Compare the 
mir­ 
acle wrought upon the man who was 
over forty y ears old by the same Jesus 
risen and ascended through Peter and 
John (Acts iii, 2, 8; iv, 22). 
Splendid 
healings! 
Why not more of them? 
But w hat about all the rest of the 
multitude that day ? 
Sometimes He 
healed all. 
Note His own rem ark s 
about only one widow and only one 
leper out of the many in the day s of 
Elijah and Elisha (Luk e iv, 25-27), and 
so we are dum b while y et we trust 
Him fully and rejoice to sing, “As for 
God, His way is perfect” (Ps. xviii). 
The Jew s accused the healed man 
of break ing the Sabbath. 
He fell back 
upon the command of the One who 
healed him, but he k new 
not and 
therefore could not tell who lie was 
until he met Him in the temple and 
heard 
another 
message 
from 
Him. 
Then he made it k nown that Jesus had 
healed him. 
After this the Jew s did 
persecute Jesus and sought to k ill Him 
because, as they said, He had brok en 
the Sabbath and also made Himself 
equal with God by calling God Ills 
Father. 
Instead of rejoicing in the 
great deliverance granted to the im­ 
potent man and giving heed to the 
words of his deliverer they have only 
hearts for their own affairs, their law, 
their Sabbath, 
their authority , 
and 
whoever does not subm it to them must 
be brok en to pieces. 
Contrast God’s treatm ent, of the One 
in their midst whom they k new not. 
“The Father loveth the Son, hath com­ 
m itted all judgm ent unto the Son, 
showeth Him all things that Himself 
doeth” (verses 20, 22). 
They were pro­ 
fessing to honor a God of their own 
imagination, not the God who brought 
them out of Egy pt into the land of 
promise, for He was in their midst, 
but they were so blinded by their pride 
and self righteousness that they could 
not see Him. 
Contrast His humility and emptiness 
with their pride: “1 can of mine owu 
self do nothing. 
I seek not mine own 
will” (verse 30). 
See how He look s 
onward to the resurrection of just and 
unjust at the beginning and end of the 
coming hour (verses 28, 21» , the pres­ 
ent age being the hour when those 
who are dead in Sin may hear His 
voice and live (verses 25, 26). 
He can 
wait and be patient with the foolish 
ones who k now Him not, for the k ing 
dom is Ilis and all power in heaven 
and earth, and in due time it shall be 
seen by all that God hath m ade Him 
Lord and Christ. 
He is the Fountain 
of Living Water, and pools are not nec­ 
essary (Jer. ii. 13; Ps. xxxvi, 0).

Probably Been 
Stirred

Talk ative Naval Officers. 
W ashington, Feb. 21.— An effort la 
being made by Secretary Metcalf to 
obtain the source of the information 
alleged to have been furnished to mag­ 
azine and other writers who have crit­ 
icised the constructive features of the 
battleships of the navy . With this ob­ 
ject in view, fee has caused letters of 
inquiry to be addressed to various of­ 
ficers requesting categorical answers. 
For what final purpose this informa­ 
tion is sought is not stated. 
So many 
hints have been made, however, that 
the real basis for the criticisms which 
have appeared has come from naval 
officers who are opposed to the policy 
followed by the construction bureau, 
that it was presumed th<* inquiry is be­ 
ing made with a view tn determining 
w hether they have any foundation in 
fact. Naval regulations are very strict 
in forbidding officers from commenting 
on the policy of the departm ent, and 
the furnishing of information to per­ 
sons outside the service and violations 
of them may le# d to severe punish­ 
ment.
